Collision sends

The driver of a farm tractor was 
taxen by STARS Air Ambulance to 
Foothills Medical Centre after being 
pinned under part of the tractor fol¬ 
lowing a collision with a semi-truck. 
The incident occurred at approximately 
9:15 a.m. on Friday, Oct. 23 at the junc¬ 
tion of Highway 582 and Rge, Rd. 10 
east of Didsbury. 


“EMS found a collision between a 
semi-truck and tractor (farm-type 
machinery), resulting in the tractor roll¬ 
ing, subsequently ejecting its operator 
— a male t hought to be in his 30s — pin¬ 
ning his lower torso under a section of 
the machine,” said Adam Loria, public 
education officer for AHS, in a press 
releast' Friday. “Paramedics were able 
to communicate, assess and care for the 
injured man while extrication was tak¬ 
ing place. A short time later, the male 


was removed and placed in a ground 
ambulance for further stabilization.” 
The driver, who is from the area, is con¬ 
sidered stable with non-life-threatening 
injuries. He did sustain multiple serious 
injuries to his lower torso, including 
possible internal injury The semi-truck 
driver, from Leduc, was uninjured. 

Cpl. Resus Organ of the Didsbury 
RC’MP said the collision occurred after 
the semi-truck had passed the tractor. 

“The tractor was on 582 driving east- 


bound," he said. “The semi-trailer was 
behind the tractor. The semi trailer 
(driver) looked further oast and saw- 
no traffic and decided to make a pass. 
He put on his indicators indicating he 
was going to pass, picked up speed 
and passed the tractor. The tractor was 
making a left-hand turn (going north) 
on Range Road 10 when he struck the 
semi-truck.” 

Police have not laid any charges yet 
and are still investigating the incident.

Didsbury RCMP are warning local 
farmers to be wary of suspicious 
vehicles on or near their proj)erty. 

Sgt. Kimberley Pasloske told the 
Review that they received a number of 
complaints from the rural area on Sept. 
19 of people going onto property and 
people either potentially stealing gaso¬ 
line or being on their property. 

“The suspicious vehicle was a silver 
Grand Prix," said Pasloske. “There were 
two males and a female in the vehicle. 
This veliicle and these people were 
seen in a number of places. They were 
seen on Township Road 320 at 7:30 
am.; they were seen on Range Road 21 
at 6 p.m.; at 7 am. they were seen off 
Highway 582; they were seen at 6 am.

Pasloske said that police believe all 
the sightings are related. “Based on 
information we’ve received, we believe 


this information is related," she said. 

Pasloske urges anyone with any 
information about the incidents or the 
people involved to contact Didsbury 
Rl’MP at the non-emergency number at 
403-335-3382.

made preserves such as 
jellies and jams.” 

Davidson said tire 
Jamaican sauces are 
quite zippy and add a nice 
flavour to meals, “a real 
taste of Jamaica" 

“That’s what you’re 
hoping to see (from a 
fanners market) — things 
you can’t necessarily get 
from a regular store," he 
said. “Certainly the bak¬ 
ing also qualifies for that. 
Earlier in the year we had 
a lady selling different 
breads. She’s gone back 
to school. Now we’ve got 
people selling things like 
banana loafs, lemon loafs, 
as well as all sorts of 
pickled things like onions 
and relishes. We’ve got 
homemade butterhoms 
and a variety of squares." 

Davidson said that 
when it comes to buy¬ 
ing fresh food, the farm¬ 
ers market can’t be beat. 
“The greatest thing for 
the people who believe in 
such things is the fresh¬ 
ness of the produce," he 
said. “In most cases, the 
fact that it’s not heavily 
preserved. I can’t guar¬
